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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to a method of printing and calculating the amount of 
marking material used for the printing. 

Claims 1 1 identify the uniquely distinct features of " converting the print job to a 
universal format file, transmitting the universal format file to a print server: copying the 
universal format file to generate a copied file: and as a first task: converting the 
universal format file to a page description language (PPL) file: processing the PPL file 
including at least selecting an image-forming device for the print job: transmitting the 
PPL file to the selected image-forming device to print the print iob: and as a second 
task, separate from the first task: converting the copied file of the universal format file to 
raster data: counting the number of image elements corresponding to the print iob 
contained in the raster data " The closest prior art Samuels (US 5,937,225), teaches a 
similar method of printing and calculating the amount of marking material used for the 
printing, either singularly or in combination with other cited references, fail to anticipate 
or render the above underline limitations obvious (to be used with other claimed 
limitations). 

Claim 11 requires the original (not being copied/reproduced) universal file, 
converted from a print job, to be converted to a PPL file; and the original universal file, 
converted from the print job, to be copied/regenerated into a copied file and the 
regenerated/copied file (not the original) is then converted to raster data. 
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Fig. 2; and column 3, lines 35-45, Samuels states that printer specific streams of 
bits is being fed to both a printer and entity 32. Clearly, Samuels teaches there are two 
signals-one received by the printer, one received by the entity 32. However, Samuel 
does not teach the signal received by the entity 32 is generated by copying the signal 
being sent to the printer. Therefore, Samuel does not teach sending the generated 
printer specific streams to a printer, reproducing a copied printer specific streams from 
the generated printer specific streams and sending the copied printer specific streams 
(not the generated printer specific streams) to the entity 32. 

The application is also allowed because of the persuasive argument presented 
in, page 15, lines 29-38 and page 16 of the remarks filed on 8/19/2004.
